NEITHER ROBBERY NOR SUICIDE 


Thomas Scheer, fatally shot_by a mysteri- 
out assassin, leaned against a fence near his 
home early yesterday mornipg. Half a block 
away his young wife was putting her baby 
to sleep, She did not hear the shot, nor of 
its consequences to her husband, until Police 
Lieut. James E. Doherty told her. Then she 
collapsed while vainly trying to help the po- 
lice Bolye the mystery. | 

Sdheer was reputed to be wealthy. He and 
his brother Christopher owned the Scheer 
Bros.’ butcher shéps at 904 West North ave- 
nue and at 3600 Lincoln avenue. 

At 11:30 o’clock on Saturday night he closed 
a aaige in North avenue, and with a man 

ned Fischer and Anthony Brunner of 
in Burling street, an employé, started for 
home. ~ . 

They went into several saloons. Fischer’s 
son met them and went home with his father. 
Brunner left his employer at Willow and 
Burling streets and Scheer went on alone. 


Neighbors Hear Shot. 

< 12:40 o'clock; the shot was heard. Sev- 
persons in the neighborhood rushed from 
a r houses. They saw no one. They lis- 
tenech Scheer was seen leaning against the 
fence. Then he pitched forward on his face. 
They ran to aid him. There was a bullet 
wound in his head, a laceration of the scalp, 
and the man’s eyes were discolored. __ 
The bullet had taken a course, according 
to physicians, which injured Scheer’s vocal 

cords. He could not talk. 

The police were called. Scheer was taken 
to the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. Hé was 
conscious and made signs with his hands— 
signs the police could not understand. 

. Scheer wondered why her husband 

“not Come. It waael o'clock. He never 

had been so late. The baby cried, and she 

walked the floor for an hour. Then she went

Goes to Tell Police, 

he told Desk Sergeant Walter Donovan 
sodlbeadeesa was missing.

Doherty and 
found the description of Scheer and the dead 
man tallied. Mrs. gone was sent to the 
hospital.

wiiee the dead man lay. There was a sheet 
over the face. She pulled it back and fell 
by her dead husband's side. 

This was the first time the man’s identity, 
had been definitely established. 

Robbery, it is believed, was not the motive 
for the crime. A gold watch and $74 were 
found in the pockets, It was said, however, 
an effort was made to rob him several weeks 
ago, when a stranger struck him in the 
mouth and ran away. Scheer put $518 in the 
bank on Saturday, and when parting from 
Brunner, he told the latter, ‘‘Don't be afraid, 
there’s no danger."’ 


‘Possible Clew to Crime. 

A poesiblé clew, which might make re- 
venge the motive, was given by Peter Shur- 
beck of 1817 Olive street. The boy was pass- 
ing Scheer’s butcher ehop in North avenue 
about 11:20 o'clock. 

“There were three men outside the place 
bringing in chicken coops,” he told Lieut. 
Doherty. “Acrogs the street were threamen 
anda woman. One of the butchers *’—which 
he thought might have been or made 
an insulting remark. 

“One of the woman’s escorts senblind, then 
called out, ‘ You fool, mind your own buai- 
ness,’ and the four went on.” ! 

“It may be,” said Doherty, “that one of | 
this party trailed Scheer, waited until he was 
alone, and killed him. There are no powder 
marks around the wound, which is evidence 
the shot was not fired at close range. The 
mah must have been a sharpshooter.’ He 
might have been standing on the corner, 
“which would account for the fact he escaped 
so soon after the shot. 


Woman Heard Seuffiing. 

“ However, Mrs. Tillie Lorch, who lives at 
1867 Fremont street, next door to the scene 
of the shooting, told me she heard a scuffle, 
loud words, and then the shot. 

“Mrs. Scheer said her husband had no 
enemies. Yet from the remark he made to 
Brunrer—about there being no danger—it 
might be he hed some enemy he feared.” 

Fischer and Brunner were taken into cus- 
tody. Fischer was able to satisfy Lieut. 
Doherty he knew nothing of the shooting. 
Brunner had been drinking heavily and could 
not speak clearly. He was released at night.

RED FLAG OVER MEETING.

One policemah said it was regrettable that 
organized labor hated the police and ex- 
plained that this arose from the fact that 
the police were used to defend the employers 
of labor. On the other hand, he continued, 
organized labor must not believe that the 
policemen’s union will be a force which the 
workers ‘can use to fight the master class. 
The duty of the police, he went on, is to be. 
impartial and to serve the community as a 
whole. 

Corruption Danger Shown. 

Another speaker said the police were sweat- 
ed and their union was necessary for that 
reason in. order to obtain an adequate in- 
crease in wages. The present. pay, $5.50 a 
week, is not enough, he said, to place the po-

crease the leisure time of the police force at 
a cost to the ratepayers of $1,000,000 and an 
increase of pay followed, But the amount 
and the new regulations have left the force 
more disgruntled than ‘before.

RAWSON CITES DANGERS. 

The selection of the men who will direct the 
work of the proposed federal reserve board 
will have much to do with its success, ac- 
cording to an interview given yesterday by 
F. H. Rawaon, president of the Union Trust 
company. He said the rediscounting of com- 
mercial paper might lead to dangerous infla- 
tion of value unless strict rules were laid 
down as to what class of paper \could be 
taken by the reserve banks. — 

‘Strong safeguards must be placed about 
the rediscount feature as to what class of 
paper can be handled,’’ Mr. Rawson said. 
“ To guard against inflation strict rules must 
be laid down against the rediscounting of 
paper which the banker has reason to believe 
will not be paid at maturity. 


Points Out an Example. 

“A merchant, for example, borrows from 
his bank to care for an incoming stock of 
goods. It is expected he will have sold most 
of this stock by the time his note falls due 
and he will be in a position totakeitup. An- 
other merchant borrows to take care of cer- 
tain business needs, which in the usual course 
of things ‘would not work out during the 
period of the first note, and there is an un- 
derstanding the paper is to be renewed once 
or twice before the merchant will be in a 
position to take it up. I contend the banker 
must not be permitted to rediscount this sort 


of paper.”’ 


Dawes Refuses to Comment. 

Charles G. Dawes, president of the Central 
Trust company, said the matter of going into 
the federal reserve banks is now under dis- 
cussion and consideration by the officers of 
his institution. He declined to express an 
opinion on the currency question until the 
bill establishing the reserve bank system hea 
been passed by congress and the stockhold- 
ers of his bank have reached a decision as 
to what action they will take. 

J. B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, also declined to discuss the 
probable action of his institution until the 
currency bill becomes a law and kK was 
known what regulations for the federal re- 
serve banks would be. 

One phase of the proposed fedéral reserve 
s)stem that is causing congiderable talk in 
Chicago financial circles, according to one 
banker, is the requirement that national 
banks elect within sixty days whether they 
will subscribe to the federal banks. Staite 
banks are permitted to come in at any time 
they wish or may stay out. It is aleo pointed 
out the larger national banks who do not 
subscribe to the federal system will not be 
permittd to receive deposits from other banks 
and will thus lose from 25 to 30 per cent of 
their deposits.

LONDON, Dec. 22, 3a. m.—The Times says 
this morning that it has learned that the

“Merely human views of the coming of 
Jesus Christ,” he said, “ break down when 
we consider what he was and the country 
and conditions out of which he came.” 


Musical Numbers Unusual. 

The musical features included in addition to 
the hymns, selections from the cantata, “ The 
Story of Bethlehem,” two old Bohemian car- 
ols, “ The Hallelujah Chorus” from “ The 
Messiah," “‘ Holy Nignt,”’ and concluded with 
‘* A Christmas Carol.”’ the words by Dr. Gun- 
saulus and the music by Daniel Protheroe, 
choir leader. 

One of the ways in which Central church 
is seeking to do good, Dr. Gunsaulus ex- 
plained, is through its musical service to 
choirs and individuals outside of Chicago. 

“ There are,” he said, “‘ 128 different church 
choirs to which we send our church programs 
with the music printed on them.’’ Dr. Gun-

MOTOR FANS EXHAUST. 


Official of Railways Denies In- 
tention to Economize at 
Public’s Expense. 


Complaints regarding the ventilation in 
the new “ turtleback " cars of the Chicago 
Railways company led to the discovery yes- 
terday that the fault, according to Health 
Commissioner Young, lies with the company. 

The street car company is giving ground 
for complaints of insufficient ventilation be- 
cause of an expense of 6 cents a day for each 
car, and that is all that stands in the way of 
the most advanced street car ventilation, in 
the opinion of Dr. Young. Officials of the 
company claim no complaints have been re- | 
ceived. 


Motor Fans in Cars. 

The ventilating scheme in the new. west 
and north side “ turtleback”’’ cars is a power- 
ful motor driven fan at the head end, which 
makes a positive exhaust, according: to 
George Weston, city representative on the 
board of supervising engineers. This fan 
is supposed to work whether the car is in 
motion or still. The ventilators in the ceil- 
ing are exhaust drafts, not intakes, as most 
of the complainants think, The intakes are 
in the sides of the car above the dust line. | 

“The Chicago passengers seem to appre- 
ciate the fan better than the automatic or 
present style of car ventilation,”’ said Mr, 
Weston. ‘“‘ The ordinary type is not effec- 
tive unless the car is in motion or the wind 
in the right direction. The exhaust system 
is the best in the world and is now being 
Installed on many of the south side cars as 
well.”* 


Fail to Run Apparatus, 

“If the. railway company devoted one- 
tenth as much time to disciplining the con- 
ductors for failure to keep the fans going as 
it-does about the collection of nickels, this 
ventilation system would be entirely satis- 
factory,’’ declared Dr. Young. ‘“‘ It ig a mat- 
ter of the company’s responsibility. The con- 
ductors won't run the fans unless city in- 
spectors are looking at them. I have reports 
showing that during the last cold snap, about 
@ month ago, not a fan was going. If the city 
council would/ give ..the health department 
more consideration in drafting traction or- 
dinances; there would be fewer complaints.” 


Official Denies Charge. 

‘Wihlistor Fish, vice president of the com- 
pany, entered a disclaimer to the criticisms. 

“I-don't think Dr. Young will make a posi- 
tive statement about all the cars with this 
ventilation system,” said he. “ At present 
we have ten cars 8o equipped and they will 
give better satisfaction than ever before. 
The conductors have received no orders to 
economize on electricity. If they. are shut off 
it is because of the mild temperature this 
month, which has enabled us to keep the rear 
doors open to bring in fresh air.”

‘Like every other habit, the habit of conceal- 
ing things grows away out of’ proportion to 
any original intention. Women conceal from 
their husbands the actual amount they spend 
on a hat or gown with no reasonable excuse 
whatever for their secrecy. 

In one instance known to me personally 
habit of concealing things grew to such @ 
extent on the part of the wife that a wee 
tragedy almost developed, :

“After old coats, pantaloons, etc., have been 
cut up for boys and are no longer capable of 
being converted into garments cut them :irto 
strips and employ the leisure moments of chil- 
dren or domestics in sewing and braiding them 
for door mats.” This would be doubtful econ- 
omy today. 

TO KEEP EGGS (Mrs. Child).—** Eggs. will 
keep almost any length of time in’ lime water 
properly prepared—one pint of coarse salt and 
one pint of unslaked lime to a pailful of water. 
If there be too much lime it will eat the shells 
from the eggs; if there be a single egg cracked 
it will spoil the whole. They should be cov- 


ered with lime water and kept in a cold place. 

The yolk becomes slightly red, but I have seen
